THE OBJECT UNKNOWN. 

“Nobody knows just now the pre- 
cise object, which Von Hindenburg 
seeks to attain. Unquestionably he 
has determined that ultimately Ger- 
many will be compelled to surrender 
the territory now occupied in France 
and Belgium. But this is not the 
primary reason for the backward 
movement. The German army could 
hold its lines indefinitely, compelling 
the British and French to continue 
their nibbling process, if they so de- 
sired. This has been shown con- 
clusively time and again. 

“The fact that the British and 
French airmen have not succeeded 
in locating the ‘Hindenburg line,’ as 
the new line of defense is popularly 
called, would seem to indicate that 
the Allies temporarily may have lost 
command of the air. This theory is 
borne out by the fact that recent 
reports have stated that on one day 
the Germans shot down twenty-four 
enemy planes and on another day 
had a toll of twenty-five British and 
French aircraft, The fact that the 
French air service figured largely in 
the smashing of Premier Briand’s 
Cabinet also indicates conclusively 
that the Allies have lost command 
of the air for the present. 

“This does not mean that the Al- 
lied aircraft are not doing mag- 
nificent work, but merely that the 
preponderance of strength and effi- 
ciency in the air probably has again 

to the Germans. 

“All indications point to a stand 
by Von Hindenburg along the natural 
defensive line along which are 
stretched the historic towns of Lille, 
Cambrai, St. Quentin, Laon and La 
Fere. This is the probable line on 
which the Germans will make their 
stand, but there is nothing certain 
about it. They may have dug systems 
of trenches at this point and at sev- 
eral points between this line and 
their old ‘impregnable’ front miles 
away, as reported in some press dis- 
patches. Whether this is the back- 
bone of their new defensive system 
remains to be developed.

LITTLE SIGNIFICANCE, 


“With the fronts as long as they 
are in this war, and with the enor- 
mous amount of enemy territory held 
by our troops,” said a hign German 
military authority today, “there is 
nothing of particular military sig- 
nificance attached to any special sec- 
tion of the enemy's territory. There- 
fore we can give up a portion of the 
western front, secure our troops that 
freedom of movement needed. and 
end trench warfare.

flicted by the British and French on 
the Somme battlefield, and when the 
Entente refused our peace proposal 
it took the responsibility of this de- 
struction upon itself. It is a war 
measure. We are compelled to take 
it to carry out a military plan to 
meet the big offensive the Entente 
had planned. We have destroyed 
nothing except out of military ne- 
cessity. We have saved everything 
we could. We had to make a battle- 
field out of the territory we were 
giving up, for in it fighting will not 
take place and we could leave noth- 
ing in the hands of the enemy. It 
has been hard, too, for the French 
population, but that is the fault of 
their government. All the men of 
military age we took back with us. 
The remainder we have turned over 
to their countrymen and they now 
are in French hands. Now we will 
be accused again of barbarism, but 
we are fighting for our existence. 
We were compelled by the refusal of 
the Entente to make peace to defend 
ourselves against their promised of- 
fensive. We have done everything 
we could to avold needless suffering, 
but what happens is their fault, not 
ours. 

“We expect the Entente to claim 
all this as a great victory. They 
will say they captured the cities. 
They have not. They have not won 
them by battle. We are not moving 
back because of enemy pressure, but 
we are reshaping the western front 
so that we will have an aggressive 
initiative. Just in this manner Von 
Hindenberg drew back the lines in 
Poland in the winter of 1914 to 
make possible the great offensive of 
1915 and similarly we permitted the 
Rumanians to sweep across the Car- 
pathians last summer that we might 
destroy their armies when they got 
out of their own lines. 

“The Rumanian campaign shows 
what the possibilities of the present 
movement are. It is the only kind 
of strategy that can make possible 
a decision on the western front.” 

The beautiful old sixteenth-cen- 
tury church of Saint Jean was a 
pitiful mass of ruins, but one of its 
oll paintings still hung on a bit of 
wall in the transept and was 
miraculously untouched. The statue 
of Catherine Devoix,, which had 
adorned the great square, had been 
taken away by the Germans and a 
gaudily clad dummy left in its stead. 

The railway station was complete- 
iy wrecked, including the tracks anu 
crossing bridges. German signs had 
been substituted throughout the sta- 
tion and on a bulletin board was a 
time table for trains for Lille, 
Munich and other points within the 
German lines, The Germans let 
many relics behind to show their oc- 
cupancy Of the French military bar- 
racks. In some of the rooms Christ- 
mas trees, gaily decorated with tin- 
sel, were still standing. It was 
strange to find in some of the shat- 
tered and partly burned houses rem- 
nants of children’s toys, including 
doll carriages and bits of dolls 
themselves. These toye had been 
left behind with all other househoid 
belongings when the French inhab- 
itants first fled before the German 
invaders. . In some of the finer resi- 
the libraries had been 
wrecked, the books torn in pieces 
and scattered in the streets. 

The Germans had left several foot-

FOR COAL MINES.

OGDEN (Utah) March 20.—Del-

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SENATE ENACTS 
TROUT MEASURE 


Proponents of Conservation 
Idea Win a Victory. 
Simplify Court Presedare 
Object of Amendments. 


4 Day is Henceforth 
a Legal Holiday.

SACRAMENTO, March 20.—Pro- 
ponents of measures looking to the 
conservation of fish and game life 
won their first important victory to- 
day when the Senate passed the King 
bill prohibiting the marketing of 
trout. The vote was 26 to 8 The 
measure, which met with bitter op- 
position from the market fishermen 
on Lake Tahoe, at least one associa- 
tion of hotel men and many individu- 
als, was known throughout the State 


as the non-sale-of-trout bill. The 
bill has the support of the State Fish 
and Game Commission and its offi- 
cials will continue the fight for its 
passage when it goes before the As- 
sembly Fish and Game Committee 
and again when it reaches the floor 
of the lower house. 

Senator King of Redlands and 
Senator Ingram of Grass Valley 
made the principal arguments in be- 
halt of the measure when it came up 
for vote today. Ingram decla 
that every chamber of commerce, 
fish and game club and several other 
organizations in his district, which 
includes Lake Tahoe in its area, had 
forwarded him petitions urging the 
passage of the bill. He said that 
unless the bill became a law and 
protection were accorded trout the 
lake supply soon would be seriously 
depleted. 

SUPPLY INEXHAUSTIBLE. 


At a recent public hearing on the 


bill representatives of the Lake Ta- 
hoe market fishermen said that the 
‘supply virtually was inexhaustible 
and that the measure was advocated 
by the lake hotels, which preferred 
to Umit trout fishing to summer 
tourists. The language of the King 
bill is as follows: 

“Every person who buys, sells, 
offers or exposes for sale, barter or 
trade any species of trout, except do- 
mestically-reared trout, is guilty of 
a misdemeanor.” 

In a three-hour session the Senate 
passed twelve bills, one of which 
was an Assembly measure requiring 
the examination of plumbers under 
direction of the State Board of 
Health. 

Among the Senate bills was a se- 
ries by Jones of San Jose providing 
the machinery for the school system 
to avail iteelf of Federal aid for vo- 
cational training. 

FOUR NEW AMENDMENTS. 


Four proposed constitutional 
amendments, aimed to simplify judi- 
ciary procedure and reduce court de- 
lays, were introduced in the Legisla- 
ture today by Senator Kehoe of Eu-

f Oakland. The whole subject of 
court procedure was threshed out 
during the legislative recess at a 
conference between a committee of 
the Senate and Assembly and mem- 
bers of the California Bar Associa-

One amendment provides for the 
creation of two additional depart- 
ments of three judges each for the 
District Court of Appeals, one to be 
added to the Los Angeles district and 
one to the San Francisco district. 
Another amendment grants the Su- 
preme Court authority to formulate 
and adopt rules of procedure and 
practice, At present these rules gen- 
erally are prescribed by act of the 
Legislature. 

A third amendment provides for 
the appointment of a supervising 
justice whose duty it would be to 
keep informed of the work accom- 
plished by the judges of all the 
courts and to ascertain if unneces- 
sary delays are impeding the prog- 
ress of their cases. The commis- 
sioner would be required to report 
to the Governor and the Legislature 
the conditions encountered. with rec- 
ommendations for remedying any 
and all evils. 

The fourth amendment proposes 
the establishment of municipal 
courts in San Francisco and Los An- 
geles for the purpose of relieving 
the Superior courts of a large 
amount of work and disposing of 
¢ivil cases which now clog the up-

HE DAST BULWARK? 

The times in which we live are moving 
rapidly (in some instances backward,) but in 
the main the movement is a forward one. 
Russia's system is not the only despotism in 
a fair. way to be banished from the earth. 
Every country is in the main radical in its 
tendencies and has been so since the begin- 
ning of the present century. 

We, the freest people on earth, ought to 
have moved far enough forward to have got 
beyond the reach of the present radical up- 
beaval which tends towards the sweeping of 
all old things out of existence. Yet we have 
not moved so far forward as to have 

reached a place of safety, One bulwark after 
another has been swept away and conserva- 
tives are decidedly out of fashion in the 
present epoch in our land. It must have 
startled many of us when the United States 
Senate, the other day, threw “Senatorial 
courtesy” into the scrap heap and made it 
impossible hereafter for any little clique to 
bar legislation in that august body. The 
United States Supreme Court has been as the 
remaining bulwark against the onward sweep 
of this tide of radical thought. Now that 
seems to have gone with all the other safe- 
guards of conservatism. : 

The finding of the Adamson Act to be 
agreeable to the Constitution of the United 
States shocked many of us, however accus- 
tomed we have become to the prevalence of 
radical thought in our times. It is perfectly 
safe to say that ten years ago no such deci- 
sion could have been wrung from the highest 
court in the land. The Democratic party, 
that once stood for hidebound conservatism, 
and which, sixty years ago, dubbed in deri- 
sion the newly-formed Republican party as 
“radicals,” “red Republicans,” has now be- 
come the most radical party in the country. 
The party has been eaten into for a genera- 
tion past by Socialism, and now the party of 
Andrew Jackson, Thomas H. Benton and 
Grover Cleveland has become revolution- 
ary. The Supreme Court has been in- 
vaded by this radicalism, particularly since 
the election of Woodrow Wilson to the Presi- 
dency and his inauguration more than four 
years ago. 

But Americans are game, and are not a 
people to sit down like little children and cry 
over spilled milk. It is a will of the ma- 
jority, and that will always is the supreme 
voice of command in a republic, with univer- 
sal suffrage so nearly a fact as it is in Amer- 
ica, It has been an axiom among thoughtful 
people for many years that, after all, in the 
last count, constitutions were only “mere 
scraps of paper” that could not stand for a 
minute in the face of an overwhelming de- 
mand, on the part of a large majority of the 
people, for any measure pending before the 
country. In such a country as ours, every- 
thing, even the decision of courts, iff the final 
issue, depends upon public opinion. A 

No matter what we expected, the unex- 
pected has come to pass in this decision of 
the Supreme Court upholding the Adamson 
Act, wrung from Congress under the threat 
of political proscription, and from the Presi- 
dent himself, driven by the lash of Gompers 
and his representatives. All bulldozed into 
line! It is a staggering demonstration. 

Yet the affair may not be as bad as it 
seems. There is no doubt the bill was put 
through under a gross subterfuge, the claim 
being that its purpose is to grant the train 
men an eight-hour day, and this humani- 
tarian feature of the bill appealed powerfully 
to the people generally. That was the last 
thing the trainmen wanted; what they were 
after was a bigger slice of the gross profit 
earned by the railroads. They would have 
been the most disappointed people on earth 
if the humanitarian feature had been made 
They got what they wanted— 
more pay—and avoided what they did not 
want—less hours of service. 

Where the possible comfort comes in for 
the people is that the law makes arbi- 
tration a fixed principle in the United States 
in settling disputes between organized labor 
and capital. (Free, independent labor is 
law-abiding.) ‘The train men have foreseen 
this, and were not at all satisfied with the 
Adamson Act as it passed Congress. This 
decision of the Supreme Court will add very 
much to their uneasiness and discomfort. Of 
course it puts the decision of all disputes 
between labor and capital in the hands of 
Congress whenever that body may be ap 
pealed to. And what can’t Gompers and his 
bunch do with Congress? 

But despite all misgivings, we can fall 


the American people, who in the end will 
learn the truth by experience, if not by ab- 
stract reasoning, and in the last resort will 
discover the evils of unjust and unconstitu- 
tional legislation, even if enacted by a sub- 
servient Congress under the pretense of 
necessity, and sustained by a complaisant 
Supreme Court under the doubtful plea of 
constitutionality. 


T Is TREASON? 
It is not necessary that one should be 
a citizen of the United States in order to 
commit treason against it. “An alien who 
is domiciled within a country owes tempo 
rary allegiance to the government which is 


protection of the government.” (Carlisle 


For an alien, while such duty exists, not 
to observe its requirements is treason. (13 
How. St. Trial, 227.) 

The United States Constitution provides 
that “treason against the United States 
shall consist only in levying war against 
them, or in adhering to their enemies. giv- 
ing them aid and comfort.” 

Treason is composed of two elements— 
the intention, which is an act of the mind, 
and the overt act, which is its physical cor- 


with which letters are written is the crite- 
rion for ascertaining whether the writing 
is an act of treason.” (6 T. R. 527.) 

When war exists, ald and comfort are 
given to the enemy by any act of a citizen 
or resident alien which clearly indicates a 
want of loyalty to the government and sym- 
pathy with its enemies. Aid and comfort 
are given by the communication of advice 
to the enemies of the government, thereby 
furnishing them with valuable information 
as to their future actions or conduct. To 
advance money or obtain credits for the 
use and support of a hostile army is trea 
sonable. The communication of intelligence 
to the enemy by letter, telegraph or’Other- 
wise, relating to the strength, movements 
or position of the army or navy is an act of 
treason. (Bond, U. 8. 609.) Even though 
the letters containing the information are 
intercepted. (U. 8. vs. Mitchell, 2 Dall. 357.) 
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RUSH LEGISLATION.

It was with awe and reverence 
that I went to Sacramento to watch 
the working of our proud, wise 
Legislature to which we had in- 
trusted the fate of ifornia. - I 
had pictured an atmosphere of calm, 


intense studiousness, of judicial de 
liberation, of solemn responsibility. 
I looked for a company of serious, 
dignified men, whose best thought 
was dedicated to our service. Ev- 
ery one of them with six ounces 
more brain than myself, every one 
of them exalted with the sense of 
lofty duty and high office. I went 
to study, to reverence, to pray. And 
I certainly remained to marvel. ~ 
Our Legislature is about as awe- 
inspiring as a sausage machine. 
Vast legislative measures with 
farreaching portent are popped in 


one end by the hundred; the han- 


United States or a United States judge or 
the Governor of the State or a State judge 
or justice. (Rev. Stat. U. S., Sec. 5333.) 

Treason is punishable with death or, at 
the discretion of the court, imprisonment 
at hard labor for not less than five years 
and a fine of not less than $10,000. 

The Times could wish that to the other 
penalties for treason or misprision of trea- 
son were added that of deportation or trans- 
portation beyond seas. If a batch of hy- 
phenated aliens—naturalized or unnatural- 
ized—who are, to the extent of their oppor- 
tunities and abilities, aiding Germany in the 
war which now exists between that power 
and the United States, could be conveyed 
to and disembarked on one of the Aleutian 
Islands, where the fishing is good and wheat 
and potatoes would grow, nobody would ob- 
ject; or they might be placed on an in- 
terned German ship and started for a Bel- 
gian port and then, if a German submarine 
should torpedo and sink the vessel and its 


Chief Justice White subordinated his 
usually clear and comprehensive mind to the 
supposed necessity of packing water on both 
shoulders, and the result is a decision in the 
Adamson law case that is confusing, not to 
‘gay muddling, to any intellect unaccustomed 
to splitting hairs. Yet occasionally he allows 
a truth to slip out, as, for instance, when he 
says that the Adamson law makes the 
standard of wages and hours of labor which 
it prescribes “obligatory on the railroads but 
optional on the employees,” and again when 
he says of the dispute between the railway 
companies and the train hands: “We are of 
the opinion that both are right and in a sense 
both are wrong.” Again the Chief Justice 
mixes a truth with his errors when he says 
that “the situation was one of emergency, 
and that emergency cannot be made the 
source of power.” Yet he makes the emer- 
gency of a threatened strike the source of 
the power which Congress exercised in en- 
acting the Adamson law. 2 

The situation is not unlike that which ex- 
isted many years ago in this State when its 
Supreme Court said that “courts should take 


the people they judicially rule.” This was 
quoted as an excuse or rather a palliation 
for the action of the court in the Archie case, 
in which it was decided that a young south- 
ern gentleman, by voluntarily bringing his 
slave into the free State of California, 
thereby emancipated him; but, the Court 


added, the young man was sick and needed 


the services of his slave, and the court 
therefore, on the hearing of the habeas cor- 
pus, brought by friends of Archie, discharged 
the writ and remanded the colored boy to the 
custody of his owner. This decision of the 
court was characterized by the legal wits of 
the day as “giving the law to the North and 
the nigger to the South.” 

It is undoubtedly true that in cases before 
appellate tribunals the effect of the decision 
upon the public interests, as well as upon the 
absolute rights of the litigants, is often 
givén grave consideration, and that courts 
sometimes heed the plea that Bassanio made 


little wrong.” 

Manifestly the Supreme Court of the 
United States in its five-to-four decision, sus- 
taining the constitutionality of the Adamson 
law, took into consideration the present con-

They meet at 
7:30 p.m. in a stuffy little commit- 
tee room at the Capitol, ostensibly 
to hear the arguments for the meas- 
ures on either side, which means 
that the little room is crowded with 
a smoking. chewing assembly of 
tired martyrs. And they will deal 
with a dozen measures at a sitting 
between 7:30 p.m. and early morn- 
ing, when they are all so sleepy 
and cross and peevish and their 
poor inadequate heads must be a 
maze of confusion. For they have 
probably listened to a batch of argu- 
ments on workmen’s compensation, 
community property. amendments, 
apartment-house laws, divorce re- 
forms, eugenic innovations, birth 
control acts, child labor, fish and 
game Measures and State 
to say nothing of prohibition, vice 
segregation, trading stamps and 
prison reform. Oh, yes, and the 
women's jury bill, and care of the 
feeble-minded. 

They are given an interval in 
which to sort out their impressions, 
and then they meet again to decide 
which of these measures shall be 
recommended for passing, which for 
debate on the floor of the House, 
and which to throw out. In my 
innocence I should have imagined 
that any one of those measures 
would have called for at least a cow 
ple of years constant study and 
deliberation. But that’s all I know 
about it. Our iegislators probably 
have 3000 measures of imperative 
urge before them and deliberation 
is a luxury. So they are slicked 
through committee and popped into 
the Assembly. Here the committee’s 
recommendations are gabbled 
through by the clerk of the court 
and a roll call is cried. 

“By Crombie Allen,” calls the 


clerk. 

And Crombie, who is known as. 
the administration bell signal, in 
that his “aye” or “no” is the indi- 
cator for the faithful administration 
disciples to unerringly follow, really 
decides the fate of that measure. 
For it will always be found that 
whichever way Crombie voted, is 
the majority way. Crombie does 
not have to think how he will vote,

Of course, 
when a particular legislator is being 
uncomfortably watched by his dis- 
trict in regard to a certain measure, 
he may receive temporary absolution, 
but a majority is always carefully 
arranged, according to the admin- 
istration’s immediate requirements. 


The same procedure is followed 
via the Senate committees and in 
the Senate chamber. They just d 
with the measures in batches an 
dispose of them with lightning 
swiftness, expending the least pos- 
sible amount of thought. 


Those interminable roll calls in 
the Assembly and the Senate, when 
legislators automatically cry their 
“aye” or “no,” are the formula by 
which we are hoodwinked. Actual- 
ly we are legislated for by a mys- 
terious bureaucracy, which may or 
may not be more fitted to decide 
the laws under which we shall live, 
than the legislators who obey their 
bidding. And this is how the laws 
are passed for our guidance. Now 
and again, we are assured there is 
to be a “good fight” over a certain 
measure. We flock to the chosen 
hall of debale with feverish excite- 
ment. Here oné or two legislators 
will hop up and gurgle a few re- 
marks which they fondly regard as 
virulent logical argument. Some- 
times they wax mildly facetious at 
each other’s expense. But very 
few legislators really listen. Con- 
versation goes on im monotone al 


the time; letters are dictated in a 
droning whisper to chirpy little 
stenographers who sit with their 
patrons; the Speaker raps frequent- 
ly for decorum, and by and by the 
roll call is cried again and the thing 
is passe in or out of law. 

It is all so delightfully inconse- 
quential. We just know that it 
matters very little whether the law 
is made or marred. The chances 
are it won't be enforced very dras- 
tically either way. A few of wus 
may be sadly inconvenienced by it, 
but the rest of us probably won't 
know or care a thing about it. If 
it is something that we really take 
an interest in, we shall have to pay 
for our attention with a special ref- 
erendum, which is always profitable 
to legislators and their hangers-on
